13 Killed, Irish 
Vow Retaliation 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 


(AP) - The Irish republic is 
calling home its ambassador to 
Britain because of the shooting 
of 13 civilians in a battle with 
British troops in Londonderry 
on Sunday. 


The decision of the southern 


Irish was announced today aft- 
er ah extraordinary Cabinet 
meeting in Dublin. 


The meeting followed a 15- 


minute telephone conversation 
between Prime Minister Jack 
Lynch of the Irish republic and 
Prime Minister Edward Heath 
of Britain. 


Earlier in the day, the Irish 


Republican Army blew up a 


store, a bar and an electrical 
shop in downtown Belfast. Se- 
curity spokesmen expressed the 
belief the bombings were in re- 
taliation for the killing of the 13 
civilians in Londonderry. 


The British Home Stores was 


blown up by two gelignite 
bombs in a window cleaners' 
van that was parked Just out- 
side the store in a busy shop- 
ping arcade. 


Ten persons were injured, 


one seriously, and dotens of 
neighboring shops and offices 
were damaged. 


The 13 deaths in Londonderry

Hanoi Supply Lines 
Target of Bombs 


SAIGON (AP) - More wave* 


of U.S. B52 bombers pounded 
North Vietnamese troop and 
supply buildups today along a 
200-mile stretch of South Viet- 
nam's western border, from the 
demilitarised tone to the cen- 
tral highlands. They were the 
heaviest raids there in four 
months. 


About 20 of America's biggest 


bombers unleashed more than 
500 tons of explosives on North 
Vietnamese positions inside the 
southern half of the demili- 
tarized zone, at the northern 
entrance to the A Shau valley 
and west and northwest of Ron- 
turn, in the central highlands, 
which U.S. advisers «ay may 
be one target of the anticipated 
offensive. 


The heavy air attacks came 


as Gen. William C. West- 
moreland, the U.S. Army chief 
of staff,' tohf a Saigon news con- 
ference that North Vietnam is 
preparing for a multiphase of- 
fensive next month in South 
Vietnam Just below the demili- 
tarized zone and in the central 
highlands. 


Westmoreland, 
who com- 


manded VS. forces in Vietnam 
in 1965-68, said the Communists 
may "have some temporary 
success." But he said he and 
top U.S. and South Vietnamese 
officers are confident Saigon's 
forces can handle any enemy 
offensive. 


The South Vietnamese Com- 


mand reported that its air force 
destroyed three North Vietnam- 
ese tanks Sunday just inside 
the border, about 32 miles west- 
northwest of Kontum. 


On the DMZ front, North 


Vietnamese forces bombarded 
South Vietnamese baaes along 
the zone with more than 200 
rockets and mortar shells, and 
four ground clashes were re- 


ported. 


The South Vietnam ear com- 


mand claimed 54 North Viet, 
namese troops were killed and 
said government losses were 
nine killed and 22 wounded. It 
was the heaviest action along 
the DMZ since last fall. 


U.S. military sources said 


thousands of fresh North Viet- 
namese troops, including a divi- 
sion usually held in reserve in 
North Vietnam, are on the 
move across the DMZ into 
northern Quang Tri province aa 
well as down the Ho Chi Minn 
trail toward the central high- 
lands.

among minority groups and 
carried Phoenix, the largest 
city. He and McGovern led 
Muskie in Tucson, which with 
Phoenix comprises 75 per cent 
of the state's voters.

Circiit Court Judge Harry 


Grumpier, who presided at the 
trial, had refused to permit tes- 
timony in the trial that would 
have shown that the victim, 
Tyree Godbolt, had told another 
person, he intended to harm 
Armstrong. 


Godbolt was shot to death 


Jan. 2, 1971. 


Chief Justice Carleton Harris, 


writing the unanimous opinion, 
said that testimony about God- 
bolt's alleged 
threat 
should 


have been permitted to demon- 
strate which of the two men 
was the agressor in the fatal al- 
tercation. 


The court also reversed the 


first-degree rape conviction and 
life sentence given Jesse Shel- 
ton in Pope County Circuit 


u/ake Court. 


Associate Justice J. Fred 


wrote the unanimous 


opinion that held that Shelton 
apparently was denied a lawyer 
when he requested to be repre- 
sented by counsel prior to any 
police interrogation. 


The record of the case includ- 


ed a hearing on whether a 
statement given by Shelton was 
voluntary. 


In that hearing, a State Po- 


lice officer, Deloin Cossey, tes- 
tified that Shelton specifically 
requested to see "Doc" Irwin, 
who was deputy prosecuting at- 
torney but had previously rep- 
resented Shelton in a divorce 
matter.

It was reported that Irv- 
ing would ask for a delay in his 
grand jury appearance so he 
could brief his new attorney on 
the case. 


The latest speculation 
re- 


stored some of the uncertainty 
dispelled when Irving, 41, ad- 
mitted through his attorney last 
week that his wife Edith had 
deposited three checks totaling 


$850,000 in a Swiss bank ac- 
count under the name "Helga 
R. Hughes." 


Irving and his lawyer, Mau- 


rice Nessen, said Mrs. Irving 
later withdrew the money at 
the request of Hughes and re- 
deposited the sum intact in a 
second Swiss bank. 


But CBS and Time magazine 


reported Sunday that Mrs. Irv- 
ing deposited only 1450,000 in 
the second bank. The network 
said in its "60 Minutes" pro- 
gram that Irving spent $50,000 
of 
the money, while Time 


claimed the author was "franti- 
cally trying to raise $200,000."

999-page autobiography Irving 
says was compiled after more 
than 100 meetings with the recl- 
usive billionaire may be par- 
tially based on a computer 
printout.

Diverticulosis Is 
Fairly Common

Dear Dr. Lamb—I have 


pockets in my intestines and 
c a n n o t eat food that has 
skins or seeds. I have been 
told that there is a medicine 
you can take that will dis- 
solve these pockets. Is that 
true? 


Dear R e a d e r—These oc- 


cur where the muscular wall 
of the intestinal tube has 
given away or ruptured and 
allowed a portion of the lin- 
ing (mucosa) of the intes- 
tines to protrude out in a 
little pocket or diverticula. 
The intestinal tube has sev- 
eral layers in its wall. The 
inner layer is the mucosa, 
or lining, that produces all 
types of secretions to aid in 
digestion and is the location 
for absorption of foodstuffs 
into the bloodstream. 


There are muscular lay- 


ers in the intestinal wall that 
are circular and some are 
l e n g t h w i s e . Finally, the 
whole wall is bounded by 
tough, membraneous mate- 
rial.

Diverticulosis of the large 


intestine, or colon, is com- 
mon, occurring in one out of 
five of the American popu- 
lation older than 40. Most 
people don't even know they 
have these and they are ob- 
served by X-ray examination 
or a u t o p s y examination. 
Only about one out of five 
of the individuals with these 
have any s y m p t o m s , and 
only about one out of 100 
who have these develop an 
inflammation of one of the 
little pockets which we call 
diverticulitis. 


When this does occur, the 


inflamed pocket b e h a v e s 
very much like the inflamed 
pocket we call the appendix. 
The location for the pain 
and s y m p t o m s , however, 
may be different, since the 
pocket extending from the 
colon may vary in its loca- 
tion. 


The treatment for diverti- 


c u l o s i s is essentially tho 
same as for constipation or 
irritable colon. This includes 
good, regular bowel h a b i t s 
promoted by forming a reg- 
ular habit, usually in the 
m o r n i n g , and a i d e d by 
drinking two or three cups 
of warm water or liquid each 
morning. Chemical laxatives 
or any medicine that stimu- 
lates the bowel to forceful 
contractions is bad. 


Some individuals will find 


certain foods aggravate the 
condition. U s u a l l y a diet 
that contains a lot of fruit 
and vegetables is prescribed 
to provide additional bulk 
for the stool and help to de- 
velop good bowel habits. 
However, there are some 
foods in this category that 
individual patients will not 
t o 1 e r a t e. Individuals with 
this problem should avoid 
the rich, starchy foods. This 
includes cake, pastries and 
rich desserts. Sweet drinks, 
such as sweetened 
coffee 


and alcohol, s h o u l d be 
avoided. During episodes of 
pain, a heating pad over the 
abdomen will sometimes pro- 
vide some relief. 


There are no medicines 


that dissolve the pockets. 
The medicines that decrease 
spasm of the digestive tract 
are sometimes useful.
